Chicago, July 29.—John Levin son , 
aged 9, son of Solomon Levin son , mil­ 
lion aire corporation lawy er of 
Chi­ 
cago, testified at the hearin g oi Na­ 
than Leopold , Jr., an d Richard Loeb 
for the murd er of Robert Fran ks. 
Accord in g to the testimon y , Leo­ 
pold an d Loeb marked him for their 
victim, but by a turn of the wheel of 
late, y oun g Levin son escaped . 
Loeb, 
recon n oiterin g the play groun d of the 
Harvard school in search of the pros­ 
pect, accosted Levin son . 
Loeb wen t 
back an d reported to Leopold an d 
they d ecid ed to use him as a subject 
in their search for a “thrill.” 
But 
John , leavoig for home earlier than 
the y ouths axpected an d ; in g d own 
an alley in stead of the street they ex­ 
pected , escaped them. 
The 
y oun g 
v. .» .ess 
was 
brieliy 
cross-examin ed by Ben jamin 
Bach- 
rach, on e of the d efen se attorn ey s, 
who brought out the fact that John 
had been brought all the way from 
his father’s summer home in n orth­ 
ern Main e for the purpose of testi­ 
fy in g in this trial an d was goin g to 
return east as soon as he fin ishes. 
When the boy left the stan d , he 
shook han d s with Bachrach. 
As he 
passed Leopold an d Loeb, both smiled 
pleasan tly at him an d Nathan lean ed 
forward with a greetin g. John shran k 
away from him. 
Con fession s of Leopold an d Loeb, 
read at the hearin g, showed that ex­ 
citemen t was the chief motive in the 
kid n apin g 
an d 
slay in g 
of 
Robert 
Fran ks. 
The con fession s con tain ed 
a 
cold blood ed recital of how the mil­ 
lion aire y ouths d ecid ed more than a 
mon th before the crime was commit­ 
ted to kid n ap an d murd er some child , 
the victim to be selected when the 
opportun ity lor the d eed presen ted 
Itself. 
It was an n oun ced that the d efen se 
plan s to call the wealthy paren ts of 
the y ouths to rell of their son s’ ca­ 
reers. 
All members of the two fam­ 
ilies will take the witn ess stan d an d 
bare all the in timate d etails of the 
lives of Nathan an d Richard in a 
d esperate effort to save the y ouths 
from the gallows. 
The 'wo y oun g 
slay ers themselves are n ot expected 
to take the stan d , however, un less 
some un expected situation d evelops. 
The* d efen se attorn ey s feel that the 
boy s could ad d little or n othin g to 
their own d efen se. 
Attorn ey Harrow, chief coun sel for 
the d efen se, had hoped to spare the 
paren ts of Loeb, who are ill in their 
retreat at Charlevoix, Mich. He hoped 
also to save Nathan Leopold , Sr., the 
humiliation 
of 
takin g the witn ess 
stan d to reveal the fan tastic life of 
his son . 
Con feren ces of the d efen se 
were held for the purpose of smooth­ 
in g out the d etails of its case. 
The report mad e by Dr. H. S. Hul- 
bert of Chicago an d Dr. Karl M. Bow­ 
man of Boston , psy chiatrists, showed 
the y ouths had led a life of crime 
from early age. climaxin g with the 
murd er of Robert Fran ks. They were 
prompted by the urge of excitemen t 
an d n ot gain , the report states. Lofeb 
is pain ted as the master min d , with 
Leopold , heretofore held the lead in g 
*pirit, in the role of follower.

Satisfactory rations for the brood 
sow can be bu ilt u p mainly from feeds 
g rown on the borne farm, say the work­ 
ers in s?,*ine at the New York state 
colleg e of ag ricu ltu re. 
They list corn, barley , oats, boiled 
p otatoes, and the like as among the 
su bstances that may readily be made 
the basis of the energ y and heat form­ 
ing p ortions of the feeds. 
The g rowch-p romoting p ortions of 
the ration as well as the mineral re­ 
qu irements may be met throu g h meat 
n m l, tankag e, fish meal, oil meal, 
skim milk, alfalfa hay and 
g ood kitch­ 
en waste. 
IT minerals are known to he de­ 
ficient In the feed, the following mix ­ 
tu re kep t where all the breeding and 
g rowing stock can g et it is desirable: 
One p u rt of g rou nd limestone, one p art 
of salt, one p art of g rou nd hone or 
hone meal, and two p arts of charcoal. 
* rood rations for brood sows worked 
out at the colleg e are as follows: one 
hu ndred p ou nds of hominy or corn 
meal or g rou nd barley ; 100 p ou nds of 
g rou nd oats : 100 p ou nds of wheat bran ; 
30 p ou nds of oil meal or fish meal or 
tankag e, and 15 p ou nds of chop p ed al­ 
falfa hay .

With the entrance of the 
Lnlted States mto the World war, prices for farm crops almost doubled In 
value. 
In 1917 the total value of farm products was $19,331,000,000, an in­ 
crease of $5,925,000,000 over the previous year. 
In 1918 the value had reached 
$22,480,000,000 and in 1919 It was estimated at $23,787,000,000. 
In 1920 the 
total value of farm products decreased in the one year more than $5,459,000.0(X). 
In 1921 there was a still greater reduction, the total value having dropped to 
$12,402,000,000, the lowest since 1J15. 
Since 1921 values have been working 
their way back to norma! 
Of this year’s crop more than $2,000,000,000 worth were marketed by the 
farmer's own business organizations at the actual cost of handling. 
Reports 
from 2,600 grain co-operatives show business totalling $490,000,000; 1,841 dairy 
products organizations dJd a business of $300,000,000; 1,182 live stock shipping 
associations, $280,000,000 ; 78 cotton co-operatives, $100,000,000 and 14 tobacco 
organizations, $132,000,000. Only 8,313 of the 10,300 organizations have report­ 
ed, of which 90 per cent were primarily engaged in selling farm products.

Despite the 15,281,295 automobiles and trucks in the United States, there- 
are 18,263,000* head of horses and mules on farms today and 2,300,000 horses 
pulling loads In city streets. 
The coming of the auto and trucks reduced the 
equine workers in cities by 2,000,<>00 between 1910 und 1920, a reduction of 39 
per cen t 
But during the last three years there has been a decided trend in the 
opposite direction. 
Between 1910 and 1920 the horse population on 
farm s decreased 
10 per 
rent. 
On January 1, 1924, there was 18,263,000 horses, compared with 21,555,- 
000 six years before. 
This was 
the smallest number 
since 1905. Still, 
97 per 
cent of all field work Is done by horses and mules. 
Around 1915, under the influence of stimulated war production and replace­ 
ment by mechanical power, horse prices began to decline. 
By January of this 
year average values per head were the lowest since 1903. 
Mule prices, unlike 
horses, advanced during the war, reaching their peak in 1920. 
In 1923 there 
was a third more horses and mules sold than during the previous year. 
Good mares and stallions are scarce. 
During the w ar h<>rse breeding lan­ 
guished. 
The number of colts produced failed to keep pace with the losses by 
death. 
Between 1910 and 1920 horse and mule colts combined decreased 22 
per cent. 
The largest percentage of tin* horse population is old. 
Low prices will continue to discourage horse and mule production and 
cause still further decrease 
the population until the average price turns up­ 
ward. 
Unless breeding operations are increased, demand will soon be greater 
than the supply. 
How soon the market turning point will be reached for the 
rank and file of horses is uncertain. 
Brices have already Improved for the bet- 
;or than medium grades. The constantly increasing demand along with the lira- 
. ted supply is Indicative that the turning point is not far otf.

in the d isaster. 
On e tells of a Chris­ 
tian con vert, G. Higuchi, by n ame. 
Higuchi, in cid en tally, mean s literally 
“mouth of fire.” 
He was a member 
of the Church of True Light, in the 
slum section of Tokyo, an d amon g the 
35,000 who took refuge in the military 
stores en closure, 32,000 of whom were 
burn ed to d eath. 
The refugees sought safety in the 
military stores on the ad vice of a 
Japan ese police official, who, after 
viewin g the scen e of horror there on 
the 
followin g 
d ay, 
killed 
himself 
through remorse over havin g recom­ 
men d ed the place as a refuge from 
the flames. 
At the time there wTas n o 
thought that the fire would spread to 
this great open space of 25 acres, so 
the people, carryin g with them their 
household good s an d fleein g from the 
d estroyed section , took possession of 
the in closure, "which within an hour 
was jammed with a solid mass of peo­ 
ple. 
Rev. Y. Sugiura, a Christian min ­ 
ister livin g in the n eighborhood , tells 
this story. 
Says be: 
“For a lon g time It was very calm 
an d comfortable an d was n o sign of 
an y such calamity as was Impen d in g. 
All the people there had the Id ea that 
the d an ger would pass away when the 
houses In the Immed iate n eighborhood 
were burn ed d own . 
Then sud d en ly 
without warn in g there was a terrific 
n oise, an d the air was filled with ob­ 
jects whirled up by the fearful force 
of a blast of win d . 
In stan tly every­

According to tho testimony, Leo­ 
pold and Loeb marked him for their 
victim, but by a turn of the wheel of 
fate, young Levinson escaped.

reconnoitering the playground of the 
Harvard school in search of the pros­ 
pect, accosted Levinson. 
Loeb went 
back and reported to Leopold and 
they decided io use him as a subject 
in their search for a “thrill.” 
But 
John, leaving for home earlier than 
the youths expected and ; ing down 
ail alley instead of the street they ex 
pected, escaped them.

cross-examined 
by Benjamin 
Bach- 
rach, one of the defense attorneys, 
who brought out the fact that John 
had been brought all the way from 
his father’s summer home in north­ 
ern Maine for the purpose of testi­ 
fying in this trial and was going to 
return east as soon as ho finishes. 
When the boy left the stand, he 
shook hands with Bacitracin

passed Leopold and Loeb, both smiled 
pleasantly at him and Nathan leaned 
forward with a greeting.

Satisfactory rations for the brood 
sow can be built up mainly from feeds 
grown on the borne farm, say the work­ 
ers in swine at tin* New York state I 
college of agriculture. 
They list corn, barley, oats, bolled 
potatoes, and the like us among the 
substances that may readily be made 
the basis of the energy and heal form­ 
ing portions of the feeds. 
The growth-promoting portions of 
the ration as well as the mineral re­ 
quirements may be met through meat 
meal, tankage, fish meal, oil meal, 
skim milk, alfalfa hay and good kitch­ 
en waste. 
lf minerals are known to be de­ 
ficient In the feed, the following mix­ 
ture kept where all the breeding and 
growing stock can get it Is desirable: 
one part of ground limestone, one part 
of snit. one part of ground bone or 
bone meal, and two parts of charcoal. 
Good rations for brood sows worked 
out at the college are as follows: One 
hundred pounds of hominy or corn 
meal or ground barley; IOO pounds of 
ground o a ts: IOO pounds of wheat bran ; 
30 pounds of oil meal or fish meal or 
tankage, and 15 pounds of chopped al­ 
falfa hay. 
This is fed at the rate of one to 
i three pounds a day, depending on the 
condition of the sow. 
If poor silage 
house waste, or sweepings from 
the 
dairy cow mangers tan be had, they 
may be spread on the ground where 
the sow can get them. 
Skim milk ma 
take thp place of the protein part of 
the above ration.

A Simple Reform. 
To effect the reform would be no 
simple matter. 
The governments of 
the world, business communities, scien­ 
tific institutions and perhaps, most im­ 
portant of all, the various churches, 
would have to be brought into agree- 
I ment upon the program. 
Because of 
the numerous church festivals, saints* 
I days and the like, the church is close- 
I ly bound up with the calendar; in­ 
deed, heretofore the calendar has been 
! in the hands of the churchmen rather 
| than laymen, and the calendar that 
I this letter is dated by was established 
by the pope of Rome. 
Doctor Marvin points out that the 
change could be effected with least in­ 
convenience by hiking action before 
1928, the nearest year in which Jan­ 
uary I foils on a .Sunday. This would 
enable the new year to start on the 
first day of a week. 
The history of the development of 
the calendar is of absorbing Interest. 
The earliest savages were dimly aware 
of divisions of time, reckoning them by 
astronomical 
phenomena. 
Our own 
North American Indians to this day re 
fer to the months as the “moons.” 
There is the “moon of blossoms’’ und 
so on, with a distinctive name for each 
eyrie of the moon. The Indian reckons 
lesser periods of time. by suns. 
From 
one place to another will be described 
as five suns’ Journey. 
The early Egyptians had a year of 
12 30-duy mouths with an extra five 
days each year. 
In early Hebrew his­ 
tory we find the year of 12 months 
with an occasional extra month when 
one was needed to adjust the calendar. 
Tile early Greeks also had a 12- 
month year. Every 19 years the moon 
returns on precisely the same day, 
completing a cycle, and the Greeks 
were guided by this and made adjust­ 
ments accur dlngly. 
The Greek month was not divided 
Into weeks, as our month is, hut into 
decades. 
Each 
90-day 
month 
had 
three decades of ten days each. 
In 
some respects this might he regarded 
as a simpler system than the four-week 
month, but Christendom would never 
accept such a scheme because of the 
teaching of Genesis which specifically 
tells clint the Lord labored six days 
and rested upon the seventh. 
The 
teachings of the Scriptures enjoin upon 
us six days* labor and then a day of 
rest. 
This has fixed the seven-day 
week In the Occident. 
Caesar Made Changes. 
The Greek system was generally em­ 
ployed In the Mediterranean basin but 
by the time of the Roman emperor, 
Julius Caesar, the division of months < 
bad become sufficiently maladjusted by
